‘dure in Lands That Are 
Sold for Taxes 


The various. municipal acts in force 
in the province provide for forfeiture 
proceedings being taken against land 
on .which. taxes are in arrears.- By 
these proceedings the title to the land 
is forfeited to the munictpality, sub- 
ject to redemption within a year, and 
if the land {s not redeemed, then it 
may be sold by the municipality. This 
method of tax enforcement has proved 
to be both expensive and tedious, as it 
requires the making out of a tax en- 
forcement return: abstracts of title 
are required to be secured from the 
Land Titles office for'all lands on the 
said tax enforcement return; notices 
have to be sent by-registered mail at 
least sixty days prior. to date of the 
court at which.the tax.enforcement 
return {s to be confirmed:to’all parties 
having any. interest in the land and 
notice of ‘court has: to be advertised’ in 
the local newspaper.and.in the Alberta 
Gazette. After..the tax enforcement 
return -has. been: c:nfirmed additional 
abstracts have to be -obtained, two 
more sets of notices: have to be issued 
and advertisements:.again. inserted in 
local newspapers and: Alberta Gazette, 
giving -daté of final forfeiture. If the 
land {3 finally sold, it is at least four- 
teen nionths from. the ‘date’ of. com- 
mencement of forfeiture proceedings 
before the municipality. realizes all its 
taxés, and if, as frequently happens in 
urban. municipalities, the land cannot: 
be sold at all, the municipality doés 
not receive its taxes and in addition 
is out a large amount spent in ob- 
taining abstracts, printing and mail- 
ing special notice, advertising date of

All lands sold at a tax sale are sub- 
ject to redemption within a period of 
one year from the date of sale. Where 
lands sold are not redeemed by the 
end of the year all parties shown by 
the record of the land. titles office to 
be interested in any way in the land, 
will: forthwith be notified of. that: fact 


of sixty days has elapsed from the 
expiration of the redemption period, a 
return of the unredeemed lands will 
be submitted. to a judge of the district 
court, who, on being satisfied that due

Under the Tax Recovery Act, lands 
on which taxes in arrears on the first 
day of July of the year following that 
in which they are levied, are liable to 
be sold for taxes and the -treasurer, 
assessor or collector, as the case may 
be, of each city, town, village or muni- 
cipal district. shall, on or before: the 
fourteenth day of August in each year, 
submit to the mayor or reeve of the 
municipality, a list of all lands that 
are liable to be sold for taxes. The 
that the list is correct, gives the pro- 
mayor or reeve, on satisfying himself 
per official a warrant authroizing him 
to advertise for sale all the lands in- 
cluded in such list. Such sale is re- 
quired to be advertised once a week 
for two consecutive weeks in a news- 
paper or newspapers published in the 
municipality, or if there is no news- 
paper published theréin, in a news- 
paper circulating in the municipality. 
Such advertisement must be published 
not less than six weeks before the date 
of sale and is required -to contain a 
list of the lands to be sold. In addi- 
tion to the publication of the lst as 
above mentioned, there shall be pub- 
lished once during each -week after 
the period of two weeks above men- 
tioned, but prior to date of sale, a 
notice of such sale and a statement 
as to where the list of lands may be 
seen. Notice of the sale is also re- 
quired to be published in two issues 
of the Alberta Gazette, the last issue 
to appear not less than two weeks be- 
fore the date of sale. No lands, the 
title to which is vested in the crown, 
can be included in such sale. 

Lands so offered for sale sall be 
sold to the highest bidder, and if they 
cannot be sold for the full amount of 
the arrears of taxes and costs, they 


Because these proceedings were so 
expensive, burdensome and_ unsatis- 
factory, the Hon. A. G. MacKay, Min- 
ister of Municipal Affairs, at the last 


district court to be entitled thereto. 

By comparing the procedure under 
the Tax Recovery Act with the pro- 
visions in regard to tax enforcement 
that have hitherto been in force, it 
will be noted that under the Tax. Re- 
covery Act, it is only necessary for 
the municipality to obtain ‘abstracts 
of titles and to send notice by regis- 
tered mail, in connection with. the 
land which are sold and not redeemed, 
whereas under the forfeiture proceed- 
ings that have been in force under our 
municipal acts, it is:necessary to ob- 
tain abstracts of -title of all-lands in 
which taxes are-in arrears, to send 
notice by registered mail -to all par- 
ties shown to be interested, then dur- 
ing the year allowed for redemption 
after the land has been.forfeited, it is 
necessary for another set of abstracts 
to be secured and two more notices to 
be sent to each person shown to be 
interested in the land, and after all 
this trouble and expense the munici- 
pality in many cases is unable to col- 
lect any taxes whatever. 

The Tax Recovery Act provides for 
the immediate sale of land for, taxes, 
without waiting for a year as required 
by the forfeiture proceedings. If the 
land can be sold at all, this brings in 
the ‘taxes immediately. If it cannot 
be sold, very Nttle expense has been 
incurred. In addition to making pro- 
vision whereby municipalities may ob- 
tain their taxes more quickly, the Tax 
Recovery Act provides a simple meth- 
od whereby action may be taken at 
an expense that will not Be more than 
one-third of what ft. was under the 
forfeiture proceedings set:forth in dif- 
ferent municipal acts, and if the land 
is worth the taxes. the. municipality 
gets’ results quickly, while if the land 
will not sell, the municipality has not 
been put to any great expense. 

The provisions of the Tax Recovery 
Act will come into force in the year 
1920, and on and after the year 1920 
the tax enforcements proceedings pro- 
vided for in the municipal acts will 
cease to be operative except insofar 
as proceedings instituted prior to the 
end of the current year are concerned. 
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at the tax sale will onJy be required 


by registered mail, and after a period —

Caribou Failed and Fish Were Diffi- 
cult to Get 

Prince Albert—Vamine stalked last 
winter among the Iskimos of Ches- 
terfield Inlet, Hudson Bay, according 
to word just received from: Father 
‘Turquetil, O.M.1., and the mission at 
Chesterfield is much worried for lack 
of news of many of the Eskimos who 
formerly’ visited. the station. The ‘cari- 
bou have failed and there is no: fish, 
writes Father Turquetil ina Jetter. to 
friends in Prince Albert.: Father Tur- 
quctil is the French priest who, about 
eight years ago, sent the report that 
the remains of Andre’s balloon. had 
been found and set the world agog 
with the news. He is at present at 
Chesterfield’ Inlet with Yather Piegot 
studying the Eskimo language and 
carrying on thé work. of lis mission. 
The first inkling that hunger and want 
were approaching ‘came Jast-Novem- 
ber when a famished Eskimo, ‘trying 
to reach the mission, fell-in a faint 
on the ice of the lake near: It was 
not until the following day that he 
became conscious, when he gave w ord 
or ‘his old’ squaw, whoni the ‘migsion-. 
aties finally discovered under the re- 
mains of an old tent torn by the wind.) 
Slice. was stoically waiting death, 

Many Eskimos died, for the Eskimo 
had put by no great stock of food. 
When the caribou failed and they 
tried for fish, they were difficult to 
get. In February it was a day’s work 
to chop a hole throngh the ice, and 
even then the fishing could. only “be 
found in thé deep-places. .Wlien a 
snowfall came no one could venture 
out, and death stared them in the 
face. Last year forty or sixty Fski- 
mos perisli¢d in this way.- A short 
time” ago the missionari¢s heard of

Forli, Italy—After.a great mecting 
here, in which a vast crowd protested 
against the high’ cost of living, the 
people, excited by inflammatory spee- 
ches, attacked,. sacked «and destroyed 
many shops which refused to - sell 
commodities at lower prices. Soon 
the fury of the. mob made no -distinc- 
tion and had no limits. All the prin- 
cipal shops were plundered and the 
mobs controlled the entire city. They 
took possession of lorries and trans- 
ported all kinds of goods and food 
supplies from the pillaged shops to the 
chamber. of labor. 
On the walls. of the chamber‘ they 
wrote: “These goods are at the dis- 
posal of the people.” 
The situation grew worse’ during 
the day, assuming a revolutionary 
character, and the mob continued to 
loot and destroy all kinds of property. 
The food riots here, however, differ 
fundamentally from those at Spezia 
early in June, At Spezia -the rioters 
looted for their own advantage, while 
at Forli most of the wheat taken from 
the shops was transferred to the care 
of the municipality or the chamber of 
labor to be distributed to the people 
or sold at low prices, 
The value. of the goods stored by 
the municipality: was estimated — at 
8,000,000 lire. The owners of those 
shops which escaped sacking brought 
their keys to the municipality, which 
is composed of socialists and republi- 
cans, and they ordered that the shops 
be reopened. and the goods-sold for 
half price under the supervision of 
representatives of the demonstrating 
masses. 
Despite. this “apparent return to 
order in the riotous «mouient, © the 
losses are enormous owing to the de- 
struction of shop fittings and commo- 
ditics which could. not be easily 
transported, such as gasoline, which 
was burned-in great quantities.

~ Mr. Embry backed. his: story,  par- 
ticularly that of the ‘ravage of the 
city of Ufa, by photographs, _ many 
of which he declared he had taken 
himself, and which: record appalling 
instances of wholesale butchery. of 
women and children. 

Mr. Embry said: he had visited Ufa 
immediately after the Bolshevik with- 
drew before Kolchak’s forces.

The head of | the 
comiittee, he said, had personally 
executed the president. af the coun- 
cil, who was brought before him on 
a stretcher. x 

A few days alter hyjs arival ‘in 
Uia, Mr. Embry. said he followed a 
crowd of residents. into..a nearby 
wood, where they came ppon scores 
of bodies of women. <and. children, 
disclosed by the melting snow, who 
had .been driven into the woods and 
brutally slain.. He exhibited a photo- 
graph showing ‘twenty of these vic- 
tims, the bodies of many mangled ‘al- 
most ,past recognition,. About 200 
bodies were. found; in the woods, he 
said.. Pupils at the Ufa high school, 
he said, had been lined up and ques- 
tioned as to their sympathies, and 
all who did not. profess sympathy 
for the Bolsheviki were shot or put to 
work of the-most degrading charac- 
ter. : 

At Ossa, a city. of ~ about 30,000, 
Mr. Embry declared 2,000 bodies" were 
found on. the outskirts.. ‘when ~:the 
snow melted. He displayed photo- 
graphs “of some of” ‘these: victims 
taken by-Col, Teuster of the American 
Red: Cross. :

Money, *chicf administrator of the 
occupicd enemy -territory ; adminis- 
tration (south) of the Egyptian: ex- 
peditionary force of the British army, 
which under the.command of Gen. Sir 
Edmund H: H. AHlenby wrested -Pal- 
estine from the. German-Turkish 
forces. Under:the laws and usages of 
war, the O. E. T. A. is charged with 
the duty of administering Palestine 
mefely _in the interim between its 
military occupation and its permanent 
disposition by the peace conference. 
It hag taken up the task of adminis- 
tration where the enemy left off, and 
its function is provisionally to enforce 
the body of Turkish law which the 
enemy left behind him. 

By the letter of military law it is 
quite possible that the O.E.T.A. 
should have left Jerusalem’s filth ex- 
actly where it lay until a permanent 
form of administration was set up to 
clean out the house and live in it. But 
nobody need expect an Englishman to 
move into a house vacated by a Turk 
without indulging in an orgy of soap 
and water. The result is that when a 
permanent administration is finally set 
up in -Palestine,-it will find its house 
scrubbed, swept and fumigated for it. 

The headquarters . of O.1.T.A. 
(south) are located ‘on the ‘Mount of 
Olives, near Jerusalem. It divides Pal- 
estine into ten -provinces, by far. the 
most important of which is the Jeru- 
salem province. This runs cast from 
© city of Jerusalem-to the Dead Sea 
and north for a. distance along the 
Jordan.- It is of this district that 
Brig.-Gen. Storrs, C.M.G., C.B.E., is 
military governor. : , 

Gen. Storrs was~born in London, 
where his father,“ who is now Dean 
of Rochester, in Kent, was vicar of 
St. Peter's, Eaton Square, He -was 
educated at:Charterhouse, one of 
England’s most famous public schools, 
and. at Cambridge 
honors in the classical tripos. He be- 
gan the study. of Arabic under a 
scheme of Lord Cromer's, high com- 
missioner for Egypt, for training spe- 
cially sclected men for the Egyptian 
civil service. This was followed by.a 
year's special study under Professor 
Brown, a widely-known Oriental auth 
ority. AS Pe 
In 1904. he came to Egypt to take 
a position in the ministry of finance. 
Soon. afterward he became Oriental 
secretary at the British agency in 
Cairo under. Lord. Cromer, a position 
which he occupied through the com- 
missionerships of Lord Kitchener, 
Sir Henry Macmahon and Sir Reg- 
inald -Wingate .- ‘Throughout Lord 
Kitchener's tenure of the Egyptian 
commissionership, Mr, Storrs was 
very closcly associated with him. 

When the war began, Mr. Storrs 
participated largely in the political 

kk involved in the setting up of the 
British protectorate over Egypt. 
Throughout the war, he rendered ex- 
ceedingly valuable political services in 
Arabia and Mesopotamia, the story of 
which will form one of the most fas- 
cinating chapters of the war when the 
time comes for it to be told, 

He was associated with the late Sir 
Mark Sykes on the Anglo-French 
commission and visited Bagdad in 
May and June, 1917. In July of that 
year, in an attempt to cross the 
Arabian desert in the height of the 
summer, he suffered -a heat stroke 
which not only compelled him to 
abandon the attempt, but to return 
to England on sick leave. En route, 
he was torpédocd in the ss. Mooltan, 
but reached England to spend a 
month in the secretariat of the war 
cabinet.» He returned to Egypt late 
in 1917 to. resume — political work.

| JUDGMENT FOR 


SOLDIER’S WIDOW 


Judgment was given last week by 
Hon. Justice Stuart in the action 
brought by Mrs. Argo, widow of David 
Argo, at one time a contractor in Cal- 
gary, who enlisted in the 60th battal- 
ion, and was killed in France, against 
the executors of the estate of the late 
D. N. Macleod, at one time a farmer 
near Youngstown, who also enlisted 
in the 50th Battalion, and like Sergt. 
Argo, was also killed in France. 

The claim of Mrs.. Argo was ‘for 
$600, being the face value of an_1.0:U. 
given to her in June, 1915, by Pte. 
Macleod, prior to the battalion leaving 
for .France. It was acknowledged by 


‘| Mrs. Argo that she had received $200 


from Macleod, but she claimed. that 
this amount was paid on account of 
another transaction.. Three handwrit- 
ing experts were called during the 
trial—W. Ludowici, of Copeland Busi- 
ness College, for the plaintiff, and F. 
M. Harvie, city auditor, and F. G, Gar- 
butt, for the defendant. 


While not discrediting Mrs. Argo’s 


evidence with. regard to the payment] 


of the $200, the court held that a 
certain amount of corroboration of 
such evidence, especially with regard 
to the estate of a deceased soldier, was 
necessary. Judgment was, therefore, 
given for $400 and costs against the 
executors of the Macleod estate.
